Scranton Due

SAN FRANCISCO (A P) — As 
the foreman was about to read 
a civil rights trial jury’s deci­ 
sion Wednesday, one of two Ne­ 
gro jurors stood up and shouted, 
“ I was assassinated and croci 
fied rn the jury room because 
I am a Negro.” 
The charges touched off a 
near riot in the courtroom and 
caused Judge Andrew J. Lyman 
to declare a mistrial. 
One courtroom spectator, Wil­ 
liam Bancroft, 20, was arrested 
for hilting a court bailiff. 
Jurors Geraldine Earp and 
Josephine Nichols made their 
charges after the jury had de­ 
liberated 25 hours following the 
two-week trial of 14 defendants. 
“ I want to be excused. I put 
myself on trial the minute I 
walked into the jury room be­ 
cause I am a Negro,” Mrs. 
Earp said. 
White members of the jury 
said the Negro women disregar- 
ed the evidence and the judge’s 
mstructions 
and 
decided 
the 
case on a civil rights basis.

WASHINGTON (A P) — Sen­ 
ate Democratic and Republican 
leaders claim enough votes are 
in sight to halt the Southern fili­ 
buster and pass the civil rights 
bill next month. 
The optimistic forecast came 
from Sens. Hubert H. Humph­ 
rey, the assistant Democratic 
leader and floor manager for 
the bill, and Everett M. Dirk- 
sen. the Republican leader and 
chief architect of a package of 
amendments designed to win 
over undecided senators. 
With the showdown put off un­ 
til early June, the leadership 
called on the Senate Appropria­ 
tions Committee and others to 
catch up on their big backlog of 
bills until the civil rights fire­ 
works start again. 
The Senate is no longer being 
called in two hours early, and 
Saturday sessions may be aban­ 
doned. 
Humphrey told reporters, “ We 
will most likely file a cloture 
petition early in June.”

Senate leaders and adm inistra­ 
tion officials have accepted a 
num ber of amendments to the 
job title as part of a whole 
package of changes. They hope 
the proposed changes will win 
the bill the two-thirds majority 
needed to break the Southern 
filibuster. 
Senate 
Republican 
Leader 
Everett M. Dirksen, chief author 
of the compromise package of 
amendments, is fond of pointing 
out there was no equal employ 
m ent provision in the original 
civil rights bill submitted to 
Congress last year by the late 
President John F. Kennedy. 
But Dirksen has said he can 
support its retention if his sug­ 
gestions for changing it are ac­ 
cepted. 
As the bill cleared the House, 
it would ban discrimination in 
any phase of employment or 
membership on the part of em ­ 
ployers, unions or employment 
agencies on grounds of race 
color, religion, national origin or 
sex. 
It would apply to companies 
and unions with IOO or more em 
ployes or mem bers in the first 


A five - m em ber Equal Em ­ 
ployment Opportunity Commis­ 
sion would be created to re­ 
ceive complaints. 
The commission is directed to 
try to settle any complaint by 
conciliation and persuasion. But 
if those methods fail, it may 
bring an injunction suit to end 
the discrimination. 
Dirksen’s agreed - upon pack­ 
age of amendments would mod­ 
ify this so that the commission 
could call on the attorney gen­ 
eral to bring a suit only if a 
pattern of discrimination exist­ 
ed.

It is esitm ated that almost 
two million children 
in 
t h e 
United States between the ages 
of five and 16 have some kind 
of speech defect. 
These 
may 
range from a mild lisp to stam ­ 
mering or stuttering and even 
to the unintelligible patterns of 
communication. 
“Baby 
talk” 
in 
a 
growing 
child often seem s to parents too 
charming or too unimportant to 
warrant 
correction. 
Y e t 
as 
these children mature and come 
into intimate contact with other 
children at school, 
baby 
talk 
becomes a source of emparrass- 
ment and is often so stigm a­ 
tizing as to l e a v e indelible 
emotional scars. 
Many children have paid 
a 
special penalty on their social, 
intellectual 
a u d 
emotional 
growth because their speech de­ 
fects have remained 
uncorrect­ 
ed. 
Emotional disturbances such 
as aggression and hostility have 
been associated with difficulties 
in speech communication. 
Unfair accusations of “retard­ 
ation” 
have 
been 
leveled 
at 
these speech-defective children. 
The sam e accusations are un­ 
fortunately directed at children 
whose unrecognized hearing im ­ 
pairment 
resulted 
in severe 
speech disturbances. 
There are 
many 
instances 
where speech defects, 
depend­ 
ing on their cause, can be easily 
corrected. Tongue-ties, poor ac- 
clusion of the teeth, wide inter­ 
spaces between the teeth, large 
adenoids, cleft palates and se­ 
vere nasal allergies are some 
of the controllable cause of poor 
speech. 
The surgical removal of ade­ 
noids and the control of under­ 
lying 
allergies almost always 
remove the distressing nasality 
of speech caused by these con­ 
ditions. 
Surgery of the cleft palate 
can 
now 
be performed safely 
and with an amazing degree of 
success, even in children below 
the age of one year. 
Just as it is important to cor­ 
rect physical speech defects so 
is it important for parents to 
understand that baby talk in 
very young children is quite nor­ 
mal; it is only when this speech 
continues into the early school 
years that attention should be 
given it. 
Stuttering, too, is not uncom­ 
mon in 2- and 3-year-olds. Al­ 
most all children outgrow this 
“speech defect” within a short 
time. It is a good idea to be as 
relaxed as possible with these 
children 
and 
to remove 
any 


known sources of tension. 
There 
are, 
indeed, 
many 
speech difficulties 
that 
a r e 
caused and sustained by em o­ 
tional 
problems 
rather 
than 
physical ones. When t h e r e is 
any question about this, parents 
should consult not only a physi­ 
cian, but a child psychologist. 
The 
attitude 
of 
“This too 
shall pass” must never deny 
growing children, 
or 
e v e n 
adults, the opportunity to find 
greater happiness by the cor­ 
rection of their speech defects. 
Remarkable strides have been 
made by highly 
trained 
and 
skilled speech therapists in the 
total rehabilitation of the speech 
handicapped child. 
These 
ex­ 
perts have 
become 
vital 
ad­ 
juncts to the health team whose 
aim is total physical and em o­ 
tional security.

BERNE, Ind. (AP)—An agree­ 
ment that could cost union mem 
hers up to six weeks’ pay and 
management 
a 
comparable 
amount if they let future nego­ 
tiations collapse was ready to 
day for final signatures. 
The contract, called the first 
of its kind in the history of col­ 
lective talks, is to be OKd by 
Harold D. Sprunger, president 
of the Dunbar Furniture Corp. 
of Berne, and Sal B. Hoffman, 
president of the Upholsterers’ 
International Union. 
Local union and management 
officals signed the agreement in 
Berne Tuesday. Present wage 
scales were not disclosed. 
Dunbar employs 
about 300 
workers, 70 per cent of them un­ 
ion members. The only strike at 
the plant, in 1959, was settled I 
day short of six weeks. 
This is the way the contract 
works: 
For a period up to 12 weeks 
beginning with the start of nego­ 
tiations, 50 per cent of employes’ 
wages and a matching amount 
from company funds will be 
paid to the First Bank of Berne, 
which will donate its services. 
If agreement is reached with­ 
in six weeks, all the money held 
by tho bank is returned. If a 
settlement is arrived at within 
nine weeks the payoff is 75 per 
cent.

Predicted as Ohio 


Memorial Day Toll 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)-The 
Ohio Highway Patrol is mobil­ 
izing its 5,000 - man auxiliary 
force for duty on the state’s 
highways Memorial Day. 
In addition, Highway Safety 
Director Warren C. Nelson said 
all 
available 
officers of the 
patrol will be on duty in an ef­ 
fort to enforce safety regula - 
tions during the holiday week­ 
end. 
Safety statisticians figure 23 
Ohioans will be killed and an­ 
other 890 injured during the 
three-day combination holiday- 
weekend. 
“During the 78 - hour period 
from 6 p. rn. Thursday May 28 
through midnight Sunday, May 
31, Ohio’s roadways will be the 
most throughly patrolled and 
policed in the state’s history,” 
Nelson said. 


James 
P. 
Shea, 
Pickaway 
County Veterans Service Offi­ 
cer, states that the one question 
most often asked him, especial­ 
ly by World War I veterans has 
to do with the requirements for 
a pension. 
The 
following requirements 
are necessary to be eligible for 
a pension, She said, and all of 
them must be met: 
I) The veteran must have had 
at least 90 days service, 2) The 
veteran must have been dis­ 
charged under other than dis­ 
honorable 
conditions; 
3) The 
veteran must have permanent 
total disability, not traceable to 
his service; 4) The veteran must 
be within certain income limita­ 
tions depending on his depen­ 
dents. 
No veteran, Shea said, is eli­ 
gible f o r pension, because of 
his age alone. There is no such 
thing as an “ automatic pen­ 
sion” . At any age, the veteran 
must be permanently and total­ 
ly disabled. At age 65 he has to 
have a IO per cent disability and 
be unemployed, except for odd 
jobs requiring less than 3 or 4 
hours a day. At ages 55 and 65 
he must have a marked disabil­ 
ity, which c o u l d be rated at 
least 50 per cent disabling and 
he must be unable to follow a 
gainful occupation. At any age 
under 55, he must be very ser­ 
iously disabled, shown by med­ 
ical evidence to be IOO per cent 
disabled so far as any kind of 
work is concerned, 
and per­ 
manently disabled, blindness in­ 
cluded. 
Income is another important 
factor, Shea continued, to deter­ 
mine eligibility for pension. A 
veteran, with 
no 
dependents, 
and income under 600 per year 
will receive $85 per month. If 
his income is over $600 but un­ 
der $1,200 per year, he will re­ 
ceive $70 per month. Over $1,- 
200 but under $1,800, and the 
pension will amount to $40 per 
month. Over $1,800 per year, 
and he is not eligible for any 
pension. 
For the veteran with depen­ 
dents, with an income of under 
$1,000 per year and one depen­ 
dent, the veteran would receive 
$90 per month, with two depen­ 
dents, $95 per month and with 
three or more dependents $100. 
If his income is over $1,000 and 
under $2,000 per year, with one 
or more dependents, he would 
receive $75 per month. With an 
income of over $2,000 and under 
$3,000 and one or more depen­ 
dents, the pension rate is $45 per 
month. Over $3,000 per year, 
and the veteran, regardless of 
dependents is not entitled to any 
pension. 
Any veteran, regardless of 
whether he served in W o r l d 
War I, World War II, or t h e 
Korean Conflict, who feels he is 
entitled to pension, Shea said, 
should come into his office in 
the 
basement of the county 
courthouse, 
and 
discuss 
his 
case. At that time, it can be de­ 
termined, if possible eligibility 
exists and application can be 
made.

COCOM 
nations—all the North Atlantic 


Treaty Organization members 
except Iceland but plus Japan— 
have agreed not to ship arms 
or implements of war to Cuba. 
Most of them have also taken 
measures to prevent transship­ 
ment of American 
goods 
to 
Cuba. But there has been little 
inclination to go any further in 
clamping down on Cuba trade.

Today’s highlight in history: 
On this date in 1881, Clara 
Barton founded the American 
Association of the Red Cross, 
the forerunner of the organiza­ 
tion we have today. 
On this date 
In 1856, Lawrence, Ran., was 
raided by a pro-slavery force of 
arm ed men, leading to a retalia­ 
tory raid by John Brown at 
Dutch Henry’s Crossing. 
In 1927, Charles A. Lindbergh 
reached Paris after the first solo 
flight across the Atlantic. 
In 1937, a Soviet plane landed 
at the North Pole, the first step 
*or regular air communication 
between Russia and America 
over the polar region. 
In 1943, the Tokyo radio ad­ 
mitted that Japanese Admiral 
Isoroku Yamamoto, who direct­ 
ed the Pearl Harbor attack, had 
been lost on a plane shot down 
by an Army Air Force pilot, Lt. 
Col. Thomas Lanphier, over the 
Pacific.

—By the time the orchestra 
played “ Over The Rainbow,” 
the audience was hooting and 
Judy Garland had stalked off 
stage. 
The sour notes didn’t end with 
Miss Garland’s concert Wednes­ 
day night. 
The boxoffice was besieged 
for refunds today and the head 
of the Musicians’ Union said 
the Australian orchestra that 
accompanied 
the 
singer 
had 
never been so humiliated. 
Miss 
Garland 
herself com­ 
mented, “ I didn’t like it, did 
you?” 
The American singer’s travail 
began when she arrived an hour 
late. Her m anager blamed it on 
a sore throat. “ You’re late” and 
“Have another brandy,” heck­ 
lers shouted. 
Despite some fluffed notes, 
most of the crowd of 7,000 was 
with her during the first half of 
the concert, her only perform ­ 
ance in Melbourne. But some 
didn't appreciate her fidgeting 
with the microphone cable or 
her side banter. 
“ Sing, sing!” and “ Get on 
with it!” a few shouted, and 
soon the auditorium resounded 
with slow, prodding clapping 
The audience’s mood wasn’t 
improved when Miss Garland 
took a half-hour intermission. 
She sang three more songs on 
lier return, but the lyrics were 
fragm entary and the customers 
began drifting to the doors.

Judge Rules 
Drag Racing 
Law Illegal 


TOLEDO, Ohio (AP)—A To­ 
ledo city court judge believes 
Ohio s drag racing law is un­ 
constitutional. 
He 
threw 
out 
cases against two Toledo men. 
Judge George N. Kiroff said 
the law against drag racing on 
streets and highways places on 
the accused the bunlen of prov­ 
ing his innocence instead of re- 
uuiring the prosecution to es­ 
tablish guilt beyond a reason­ 
able doubt. 
The ruling came in a case 
against Stanley Bojanowski, 23, 
and John P. Schultz, 21. The two 
were arrested May 7, 1963, after 
r policeman said the two motor­ 
ists stopped, side-by-side at a 
traffic light on a dual-lane high­ 
way and then started off rapid­ 
ly, eventually increasing their 
speeds to 60 m.p.h. 
An 
attorney 
representing 
Schultz, asked that the charges 
be dropped. 
Judge Kiroff, who said he had 
spent several months research­ 
ing the law, said drag racing 
cannot be 
tolerated, 
but he 
added: 
‘‘No 
matter how abhorrent 
drag racing might be, the legis­ 
lature has gone too far when it 
requires a person to prove his 
innocence rather than the prose­ 
cution to prove his guilt.” 
The judge said that many 
highways and expressways are 
muitilane and in a heavy flow 
of traffic it is common for mo­ 
torists to start up together and 
continue side by side for sever­ 
al miles. 
“Whenever this o c c u r s,” 
Judge Kiroff said, “if the mo­ 
torists should exceed the prima 
facie i posted) speed limit by 
any amount, must they be put 
in the position of proving that 
they were not drag racing? This 
court thinks not.” 
Miss Kilgallen told them that 
she talked with Cuyahoga Coun­ 
ty Common Pleas Court Judge 
Edward G. Blythin. trial judge 
in the Sheppard, shortly before 
the trial started. 
Miss 
Kilgallen said Judge 
Blvthin told her, “Well, he’s 
* guilty as hell. There’s no ques­ 
tion about it.” 
She said that, to the judge, 
the trial “seemed to be a mere 
formality.” 
Sheppard was convicted in 
the 1954 trial of second-degree 
murder in the slaying of his 
wife Marilyn in their Bay Vill­ 
age home. He has a habeas

clarity the law. 
The situation stems from a 
State Supreme Court decision 
announced a month ago. The 
court said 35 miles per hour is 
lawful for traffic on 
‘through” 
residential streets in municipal­ 
ities, even if lower speed limits 
are posted. 
A “through” street generally 
it considered to be one for which 
traffic on 
intersecting streets 
must halt, usually by stop sign 
Ten communities sent traffic 
engineering officials to Colum­ 
bus last week for a conference 
with the State Highway Depart­ 
ment’s Bureau of Traffic. Rec­ 
ommendations from that session 
were to reach Masheter’s desk 
today. 
Cleveland’s 
mayor, 
Ralph 
Locher, expressed concern about 
the safety aspects of the court 
ruling in a telegram to Gov. 
James A. Rhodes. The gover­ 
nor replied that a study is be­ 
ing made of steps necessary to 
clarify the situation. 


The Ohio Highway Patrol is 
looking for qualified young men 
needed n o w to bolster Patrol 
ranks for careers in law en­ 
forcement.
